»tite while we house our insane prisoners in the County 
jail tinder present conditions. Many of the insane pris- 
oners are confined in ordinary cells where they are at lib- 
erty"to do personal harm to themselves and the County 
wfll be. legally responsible for self inflicted harm done 
the-prisoners. This condition should be remedied before 
some-insane prisdnier does'sufficient harm to himself to 
warrant a suit for damages by his or her relatives.

This condition should be remedied before 
some-insane prisdnier does'sufficient harm to himself to 
warrant a suit for damages by his or her relatives.

prison in Charlestown.

that manner until he dies. He began 
his sentence at the age of 16, after 
having been convicted of diabolical 
attacks on several small children. In 
recent years numerous efforts
